Travel at the end of the 
week is more dangerous. 

The statistics are grim 
and sometimes startling, 
but it’s the kind of informa¬ 
tion police can use to keep 
roads here safer. 

The information was 
revealed in a comprehen¬ 
sive study called Fatal Injury 
Collisions in Niagara, pre¬ 
pared by the Niagara 
Regional Police. 

On Niagara's roadways over 
the past 15 years, the youngest 
person to die in a collision was 
six years old. The oldest was 95. 
Men made up 73% of the 419 
deaths in the time frame. 

Rural roads accounted for 
57% of the fatalities.

“I have always believed 
traffic safety is a core respon¬ 
sibility of every uniform 
police officer,” said Chief Jeff 
McGuire. “We expect them 
to be out there enforcing 
traffic laws. It doesn’t always 
have to be a ticket. Education 
is a good method. I encour¬ 
age our guys to not ignore 
an offence. Go and talk to 
them. I do it myself. 

“I was out on the motor¬ 
cycle last week at the Ride 
for Dad. I had people sitting 
beside me — while I was in 
full uniform on a police 
Harley — and they had a 
phone to their ear. 

“I stopped them and talk¬ 


ed to them and they told me 
it was hands-free. I told 
them it is not hands-free 
when you have the phone in 
your hand and are holding it 
to your ear. It’s a $300 fine. 

“I fully intend to get a tick¬ 
et book, and I think I have 
an obligation to do some 
enforcement myself. One 
fatality is one too many. We 
are going to do everything 

The report doesn’t include 
collisions on the QEW and 
400-series highways, which 
are patrolled by the OPP.

1999, from a peak of 39 in

Patients finding their voice at Shaver clinic

QMI Agency Niagara 
Patients are finding their 
voice at Hotel Dieu Shaver 
Health and Rehabilitation 

Staff there have taken a big 
step toward helping adults 
with communication disor¬ 
ders or who need to boost 
their everyday speech and 
writing skills. 

At the Shaver’s augmenta¬ 
tive and alternative commu¬ 
nication clinic in St. 
Catharines, therapists eval¬ 
uate each patient and pro¬ 
vide them with devices to 
help them communicate. 
They give support and train¬ 
ing on using the devices. 
“When you look at people 
with communication disor¬ 
ders, there’s a lot of miscon¬ 
ceptions about what that 
means,” said Krystine 
Donato, who has cerebral 
palsy. 


“A lot of people think that 
just because you can't speak 
... you can’t think for your¬ 
self, which is absolutely 
incorrect. It’s not just people 
who have physical disabili¬ 
ties like cerebral palsy that 
have speech impediments 

“We’re looking at people 
who have had strokes, peo¬ 
ple who have autism and 
who may not have the com¬ 
munication skills. These 
people have great things to 
say, they just need to say it 
in a different way.” 

Devices come in two catego¬ 
ries. The low-tech ones 
include devices such as a 
simple laminated commu¬ 
nication hoard, while high- 
tech includes apparatus 
such as integrated devices 
that generate speech and 
allow for word processing, 
e-mail and instant messag¬ 
ing.

Students at St Philomena 
Catholic Elementary School 
will help the environment 
by refilling one water botde 

“The school will receive a 
new water bottle refilling 
station. Construction will 
begin in the summer so it’s 
ready for September,” said 
teacher Danielle Dupuis. 

St. Philomena will encour¬ 
age students to bring their 
own reusable water bottles 
and refill them at a filling 
station instead of using bot- 
ded water. 

“Each time one of the stu¬ 
dents fills a botde, the sta- 
tionwilltellthemhow many 


water botdes they have 
helped to divert from the 
landfill," Dupuis said. 

The school's Eco Club, 
which consists of 25 stu¬ 
dents, helped to fundraise 
for the water station, which 
costs $1,700, over the course 
of the school year. The funds 
were raised from the sale of 


, magazine and pizza 
fundraisers during the year 
and a barbecue at Sobeys in 
Fort Erie in May. 

This year, the Eco Club 
also participated in two 
planting projects. The stu¬ 
dents planted 10 mature 
trees in the school's yard for 
the Canopies for Kids pro¬ 
gram. The program is led by 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority and 


provides shade trees in 
school grounds. 

They also planted 16 trees 
and 45 shrubs for Planting 
for Change. The program is 
funded through 

Environment Canada's 
EcoAction Community 
Funding Program and allows 
students to collect data on 
the health and growth of the 
trees as they mature. The 
planting site allows students 
to learn about climate 

“The kids are very inter¬ 
ested in the environment 
and they participate enthu¬ 
siastically in the environ¬ 
ment club,” Dupois said.

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The first tall ship to set sail on Lake Erie

Canoes and a few 
bataux, similar to a large 
row boat made to move 
cargo, were not an unfa¬ 
miliar sight on the Great 
Lakes for many centuries, 
but the story changed in 
the year 1679, when the 
first tall ship to set sail on 
Lake Erie. 

The craft was forty feet 
long, forty-five tons heavy, 
supporting on a single 


mast with many square 
sails, seven cannons, and 
a crew of thirty-five men. 
She was named, the 
Griffon. 

On a cold Jan. 22, 1679, 
an expedition left New 
France(Quebec), includ¬ 
ing Rene La Salle, Henri 
Tonti, and Father 
Hennepin. The party of 
men, journeyed up river 
to encounter the sheer 
face of the formidable 
Niagara Escarpment. 
Undaunted, the sailors 
were met on a trail just 
short of the Whirlpool, by 
native scouts, Abenaki 
allies to the French, who 
hauled up to hundred 
pounds of block and tack¬ 
le on their backs as they 
scaled the cliffs, three 
hundred feet, straight up. 
The scouts, knowing that 
they were encroaching 
upon Iroquois territory, 
refused to help any fur¬ 
ther. Incredibly, the ship’s 
parts, building supplies, 


wagons and even oxen 
were hauled up the sheer 
face on to the next leg of 
the journey, finally arriv¬ 
ing at Cayuga Island, just 
six miles north of the pres¬ 
ent day Peace Bridge. 

The keel was laid, but It 
was not an easy task build¬ 
ing the Griffon: La Salle’s 
men were the watchmen- 
constantly on the alert for 
any Seneca, who clearly 
felt invaded by the French 
on their homeland. 
However, by July of 1679, 
the task was indeed com¬ 
plete, and the ship was 
ready to launch. 

Following suit, this 
proved another challenge, 
as La Salle directed twelve 
men and oxen to tow Le 
Griffon through the rapids 
on the Great Niagara 
River(which were fierce, 
compared to the present). 

Rewarded by then inde¬ 
fatigability, calm waters 
were reached off the 
shores of Squaw Island. 


Then, just three miles 
north of the mouth of Lake 
Erie, she lay anchored, 
until favourable winds 
from the northwest pre¬ 
vailed on Aug. 7. At last, 
the proud vessel set sail. 

Here the story takes a 
sad turn when, not only is 
she the first ship on the 
Upper Lakes; shebecomes 
the first ghost ship of the 
Lakes. The Griffin sails 
over the open waters of 
Lake Erie reaching the 
Detroit River on Aug. 10. 
Her captain navigates the 
narrow channel of the St. 
Clair River, giving way to 
Lake Huron. 

Approaching St. Ignace, 
and the harbour at 
Mackinaw, the voyageurs 
arrived at a small village 
of Huron, Ottawa, and 
French. After a stopover 
which lasted until 
September 12, the crew 
re-embarks for Green Bay, 
landing at Washington 
Island at a small village of 


fur traders and 
Pottawatomi. On Sept. 18, 
the Griffon weighs anchor, 
sailing with a cargo of 
approximately 12,000 L. 
(50,00 Francs) worth of 
furs to take back to the 
Niagara River(Fort Erie). 

La Salle, Hennepin and 
Tonti stayed behind on 
the island, sending her 
back to Niagara. Here is 
where the mystery of the 
Griffon lies: the next day, 
during a violent storm, 
she was lost. Some say it 
was the weather; some say 
fur traders were responsi¬ 
ble for her destruction; 
some historians believe 
that Ottawa and 
Pottawatomi boarded her, 
murdering the crew, steal¬ 
ing the cargo, and sinking 
the ship. 

None of these theories 
prove conclusive, howev¬ 
er, she went down without 

For more than three 
hundred years Le Griffon 


has been known as the 
"Holy Grail” of shipwrecks 
on the Great Lakes. 

To this day, there are 
theories about where the 
ship lays on the floor of 
Lake Huron. She might 
have been found by div¬ 
ing explorers, but the 
remains are subject to 
many lawsuits involving 
the discoverers, the State 
of Michigan, U.S. Federal 
Government and the 
Government of France. 

Part of Fort Erie’s 
Legacy-what a sight it 
must have been; observ¬ 
ing the Griffon anchored 
at the source of the Niagara 
River, waiting for the 
favourable winds, and to 
have witnessed her maid¬ 
en voyage on our Lake 
Erie.

LOWER YOUR CHOLESTEROL THE NATURAL WAY! 

Many patients come into the pharmacy and have questions about cholesterol and what they can 
do to decrease it. Whether they found out they have elevated cholesterol through routine blood 
work or have a family history of high cholesterol, patients are curious about natural ways of 
lowering their cholesterol. 

There are two types of cholesterol: a “good" cholesterol (HDL) and “bad” cholesterol (LDL). For 
patients with high cholesterol, the goal of therapy is to increase the amount of HDL and decrease 
the amount of LDL. Approximately 80% of cholesterol is made by the body and only 20% comes 
from the food you eat. 

Many commercials for food products such as cereals and margarines are advertising that they can 
help lower cholesterol. The goal of this article is to examine the evidence of the effectiveness of 
various natural health and food products on the market that claim to lower cholesterol. 

Products that contain soluble fibres such as psyllium (ie. Metamucil) or oat bran are known as 
bile acid binders. These products increase the excretion of cholesterol from the body as well as 
increase the breakdown of cholesterol in the body to less harmful products. Between 10 and 
30 grams of psyllium fibre daily mixed with others foods has been shown to have a significant 
cholesterol lowering effect. 

Between 1.5 and 3 grams per day of Niacin (Vitamin B3) has been shown to lower bad cholesterol 
while increasing good cholesterol. In some patients, Niacin can cause skin flushing (redness of the 
skin) as well as itching. There are “flush-free” or “no flush” Niacin products available; however, 
their effectiveness has not been established. 

Plant sterols and stanols often found in margarines labeled heart healthy (such as Becel Pro- 
activ) have been shown to prevent some of the absorption of cholesterol from the diet and can be 
included as part of a healthy diet high in fruits and vegetables to lower cholesterol. 

Finally, some studies have shown that between 600 and 1200mg of garlic in three divided doses 
can lower the levels of cholesterol and triglycerides (fat) in the body. Unfortunately, some patients 
report bad breath as well as nausea and flatulence when taking this amount of garlic. 

Patients who have been prescribed a cholesterol lowering medication called a “statin” such as 
Crestor (rosuvastatin) or Lipitor (atorvastatin) can consider taking Coenzyme Q10. Statins inhibit 
the synthesis of Coenzyme Q10, which may lead to muscle weakness and impaired energy 
metabolism. 

If you have any questions about natural health products available to help lower your cholesterol, 
be sure to ask your physician or community pharmacist to see if those products are right for you.

Hudak's considerable experi¬

Terry Rigsby devel¬ 
oped his philosophy for 
education when he 
participated in numer¬ 
ous athletic activities at 
a London high School. 

He graduated from 
the University of 
Western in 1971 and 
not long after, he began 
teaching and coaching 
at FESS. Rigsby remem¬ 
bers that RCBHS and 
FESS always seemed to 
suffer from student 
number problems, 
especially when it came 
to fielding a football 


There were a number 
of reasons why it was so 
difficult to build a team. 
Hockey teams started 
their seasons a bit ear¬ 
lier each year and more 
ice arenas had been 
built to accommodate 
the sport. 

As Catholic high 
schools emerged, there 
was competition for 
students from both 
school boards. There 
were periods when a 
senior team existed at 
FESS and at other times, 
only a junior team 
could be fielded. 


One of the most 
memorable experienc¬ 
es for Rigsby was the 
reassembly of the 
senior Falcon football 
team in 2000. Rigsby 
was the head coach 
assigned to the football 
program, but Rigsby 
attributed the team's 
success to Sean Keating 
and Rob Brownrigg 
who were standout ath¬ 
letes that helped build 
a solid foundation 
which would see the 
Falcons win back-to- 
back championships in 
2004 and 2005.
